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Illinois  ranks  sixth  in  total  65+  popula¬ 
tion,  behind  California,  New  York, 
Florida,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas,  respec¬ 
tively. 

About  one  in  every  nine  persons  in  Illi¬ 
nois  is  age  65  or  over  —  a  total  of 
1,261,885  persons.  In  this  century  the 
percent  of  Illinois'  population  65+  al¬ 
most  tripled  (4%  in  1900  to  11%  in 
1980). 

The  "old  older"  population  in  Illinois 
is  growing  older.  In  1900,  28%  of  65+ 
were  age  75+.  In  1980,  nearly  40%  of 
the  population  65+  were  age  75+. 

In  1980,  46.3%  of  Illinois'  60+  popula¬ 
tion  resided  in  Cook  County,  while 
27.2%  resided  in  the  City  of  Chicago.  Of 
the  state's  60+  population,  59.2%  reside 
in  Cook  and  surrounding  counties. 

In  1900,  in  both  Illinois  and  the  United 
States,  older  men  actually  outnumbered 
women  by  a  slight  margin.  Illinois  fig¬ 
ures  in  1980  were  60.7%  women  and 
39.3%  men  for  the  65+  population.

INCOME  STATUS 

About  11.9%  of  Illinois'  65+ population 
(140,985)  are  below  the  poverty  level. 

(The  1979  poverty  level  was  $3,479  for 
an  individual  and  $4,389  for  a  couple.) 


Senior  citizens  make  up  21%  of  the 
"near  poor"  population  in  Illinois,  mean¬ 
ing  those  living  at  the  poverty  level  to 
124%  of  the  poverty  level  —  $5,782. 

The  majority  of  the  "near  poor"  elderly 
(77%)  live  alone  or  in  non-family  house¬ 
holds. 

Twenty-three  percent  of  all  elderly 
households  in  Illinois  are  below  or  near 
poverty. 


LIFE  EXPECTANCY 

The  average  life  expectancy  of  white 
women  increased  by  29  years  between 
1900  and  1980;  for  white  men  the 
increase  was  23  years. 

Today,  white  female  children  can  expect 
to  live  an  average  of  78  years,  eight 
years  longer  than  white  males.

RACE  and  ETHNIC  COMPOSITION 

The  proportion  of  population  65+ varies 
by  race  and  language  —  12.3%  of  all 
whites  are  65+,  6.5%  of  all  blacks  are 
65+,  and  2.7%  of  all  persons  of  Spanish 
origin  are  65+. 


In  1980,  91.1%  of  Illinoisans  65+  were 
white,  8.7%  were  black,  and  1.2%  were 
other  races. 

Ten  percent  of  the  65+  population  resid¬ 
ing  in  the  state  are  minorities.  Approxi- 
mately  27%  of  the  65+  population  resid¬ 
ing  in  the  city  of  Chicago  are  minorities. 
In  Cook  County,  18%  of  the  65+  popula- 
tion  are  minorities. 


FUTURE  GROWTH  IN  THE  U.S. 

The  older  population  is  expected  to 
continue  to  grow  steadily.  The  most 
rapid  increase  is  expected  between  the 
years  2010  and  2030  when  the  "baby 
boom"  generation  reaches  65. 

By  the  year  2000,  persons  65+  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  represent  12.2%  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  this  percentage  may  climb  to 
18.3%  by  2030.
